HOW TO REACH 
THE TYPOGRAPHIC LIBRARY 
FROM NEW YORK CITY 


By Hupson Tuses from Thirty-third Street Terminal, 
or from Hudson (downtown) Terminal, or from 
any intermediate Tube Station (on trains marked 
Journal Square), every few minutes, to Grove Street 
Station, Jersey City. At Grove Street exit take a 
White Arrow Bus (marked Lafayette and Green- 
ville) co the corner of Pacific and Communipaw 
Avenues, and then walk left three short blocks to 
the American Type Founders Company, No. 300 
Communipaw Avenue, Jersey City. There is a 
taxicab stand at Grove Street Station. Time from 
Thirty-third Street is about thirty minutes, from Hud- 
son Terminal about fifteen minutes. 


By Centrat R.R. or New Jersey, from Liberty Street 
Ferry to Communipaw Avenue Station, time twenty 
minutes; or from West Twenty-third Street Ferry, 
time thirty minutes. Trains leave Liberty Sweet Ferry 
(daylight saving time in summer, standard time in 
winter, subject to change) 8.30, 9.00, 9.30, 10.30, 
11.30a.m., 12.30, 1.30, 2.15, 3.00, 3.10 p.m.; from 
the West Twenty-third Srreet Ferry at 8.05, 8.45, 
9.15, 10.17, 11.15 a.m., 12.10, 2.45 p.m. Library is 
two minutes’ walh from Communipaw Avenue Station.

Dear Sir: 


Your letter of February 2nd is at hand and I wish I could 
help you to better purpose than seems likely. I doubt very much that 
there is a book of the sort you describe. Of course there are printed 
sheets or broadsides used in the Netherland and other countries in the 
16th and 17th centuries, giving the exchange valuation for coins of other 


countries. The difficulty with these, however, is that both the coins 


which were thus evaluated and the domestic currency in terms of which they 
are measured vary considerably - for example, the English crown occurs in 
both silver and gold, ami the silver crown of Hdward VI is a far diff erent 
coin from the crown of the present day, and from some of those intervening. 
This difficulty is met constantly in attempting to define coin denominations; 
the only satisfactory definition is in terms of weight and fineness, but 
even then, one is confronted with the differing purchasing powers of the two 
metals in the successive periods. One of the authorities frequently con- 
sulted in questions of this kind, was compiled by Christian Noback, and I. 
am qnoting its title page. We should be gled to have you examine this here 
at our library, and any other similar volumes which might more nearly 
approach the matter you have under consideration. 


If this gives you any information you desire I shall be very 
happy. ‘ , Ht
